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Mitchell wins battle 


in area border war 


County Board approves incorporation map

Mitchell supporters won a huge 
victory Wednesday when the Madison 
County Board approved the 
7.28-square-mile incorporation map. 

At the same time, the board 
rejected a smaller compromise map 
put forth by surrounding cities. 

In a 19-8 vote, board members 
found that the larger map met the 
only two criteria under consideration. 
The criteria were that the map fits 
with the county’s land use plan, 
Passed in the 1970s, and that the land 
to be incorporated had sufficient tax 
base to support Pa Peeps: 

“We won,” said Ron Trimmer, 
Mitchell political action director, 


though the fight is far from over. 

“‘A lot of work was done in this 
building over the past two weeks,”’ 
said Max Merz, an Incorporation 
Committee member,referring to the 
Administration Building in 
Edwardsville where the County Board 
meets, 

‘‘We’re pretty sure Granite City, 
Edwardsville and Pontoon Beach will 
file objections. I think we're OK with 
Union Electric and not sure about the 
Muellers,’’ Merz said. He referred to 
1,500 acres belonging to the utility 
company that. will most likely annex 
into Granite City and the property 
owned by the Muellers, who are 
seeking arinexation into Edwardsville. 

Granite City Mayor Ron Selph, who 
attended the board meeting, said he 


isn’t certain what course Granite City 
will pursue. — 


Edwardsville Mayor Gary Neipurt 
told reporters that his city never 
opposed Mitchell’s right to vote but 
rather wanted to make certain 
everything about the incorporation 
was done in accordance with state 
laws. 

Board members first voted on the 
compromise map put forth by 
Edwardsville, Granite City and 
Pontoon Beach. It was recommended 
by the Land Use Committee as the 
best map, but the board as a whole 
soundly defeated it. They then voted 
on Mitchell’s map, and approved it.

Although they won a milestone 
victory Wednesday, supporters’ fight 
to incorporate Mitchell ts far fron: 
over. 

All the Madison County Board did 
was approve the 7.28-square-mile 
map presented by Mitchell supporters 
because it met two criteria. State’s 
Attorney William Haine said that 
because board members ppnroved the 
map, they said it fit with the county’s 
land use plan, and they believed the 


lands included in the map constituted 
a sufficient tax base for the village to 
provide necessary municipal services. 


Any other questions will have to be 
settled in court, such as surroundin; 
cities questioning ifthe village would 
actually have 7,500 residents. 

“Tf the proposed village is not 7,500, 
then that will be tested in a court of 
law with a judge who will determine 
that,’’ Haine said. It was not up to 
nie County Board to determine that 
‘act. 

Lawsuits, such as the one Mitchell 
organizers filed earlier this week 
against Edwardsville for annexing 
property that cut off a portion of the 
Mitchell Fire Protection District, also

would be settled in court. 


Anyorie who doesn’t agree with the 
board’s action, which was correct and 
legal according to its own 
prerogatives, can hire lawyers and 
file lawsuits, Haine said. 


In the meantime, an actual 
incorporation vote won’t happen for 
some time because of state law. 


“The Mitchell Incorporation 
Committee will take the map they 
favor to court, which they cannot do

Dozens testify at hearing, support county homes

Hundreds of residents gathered 

‘Tuesday to deliver one unmistakable 

» message: Do not close the Madison 
County Nursing Home and Sheltered 
Care Home. 

One by one, more than 70 residents 
testified during a day of hearings on 
the county’s plans to close the two 
homes as of Noy. 30, while hundreds 
of others crowded into the 
Edwardsville High School auditorium 
to offer support. S 

Many of the speakers were reduced 
to tears as they recounted 
experiences involving loved ones and 
the high level of care they received. 
Not one person testified in favor of 

closing the homes. 


Debbie Groeteka, a Collinsville 
woman who has been working behind 
the scenes to keep the homes open, 
presented petitions with signatures of 
8,600 residents who want to maintain 
the homes. 

She received a standing ovation as 
several large stacks were placed on 
the stage in the auditorium. 

The signatures were collected in a 
grass-roots movement that began 
after the county voted in April to 
close the homes, she said. 

More than 450 people signed in for 
the hearings and many stayed for 
the entire five hours of testimony, 
applauding loudly for every speaker. 
From 10 a.m. to 3:15 p.m., the 
conversation focused on the nursing 
home. 

‘The remainder of the day was

sheltered care home. 

The hearings were sponsored by the 
Illinois De} ent of Public Health. 
Hearing officer John Pitzer said all 
written and oral testimony will be 
submitted to the Illinois Health 
Facilities Planning Board for a final 
decision Aug. 13 or 14, with the 


applications on the two homes to be 
considered separately. The state must 
issue permits to close the homes. 

More than 50 people spoke on 
behalf of the nursing home, located 
at 2121 Troy Road, Edwardsville. 

Fred Young, an Alton alderman, 
stirred the crowd when he talked 
about his mother, Florence Young 
Burns. 

““My mother’s care at the county 
nursing home has given my family 
peace of mind,’’ he said. ‘‘If Mr. 
(Nelson) Hagnauer (the late county 
chairman) knew what was going on 
today he'd be turning over in his 
grave.” 

Young’s 78-year-old mother suffers 
from dementia. He wheeled her to 
the podium where he spoke and then 
wheeled her back up the long aisle as 

















the crowd applauded loudly. 

County finances were a large part 
of the testimony. 

Kelly Martin, the nursing home’s 
quality assurance administrator, said 
that nursing home and sheltered care 
spending has been under budget since 
at least 1990. 

“Finances cannot be a credible 
argument for displacing these 
residents,” he said. ‘‘We’re asking 
the state to exercise restraint on a 
county that is bent on destroying : 
itself by the way (it treats its older=~ 
residents).’” 

County Board members used 
finances in their argument to close > 
the homes, saying that residents -*

The Declaration of Independence, whose 
signing we celebrate this July, 222 years 
after its creation by Thomas Jefferson, 
enumerated the abuses ef royal power 
that the Founding Fathers considered suf- 
ficient to justify their renunciation of the 

’s sovereignty. There, and in Pre- 
amble to the Constitution of the 





States, they spelled out the principles that 
formed the foundation of their vision of a 
better world. Echoes of Aristotle, Cicero 
Sp ae Thomas Aquinas and John 
Locke can be heard in both documents. 
‘The Declaration and the Constitution with 
its Bill of Rights incorporate the wisdom 
of the ages. By protecting our God-given 
rights from. the encroachment of govern- 
ment, they expand our freedom to pursue 
true happiness. 

As we look backward over the 222-year 
span of American history, let’s be grate- 
ful not only for the gifts that has 

iven us directly, but also for those that 

ave come to us through the wisdom of 
our Founding Fathers. Let’s demonstrate 
our gratitude by pr: these 
that our descendants 
be grateful to us.

failed to pass a tax increase and bond issue for a new, 
combined home in March. At the same time, the auditor 
projected the homes will be in the red in coming years. 


Hal Patton, an Edwardsville dentist and alderman, said 
there is no reason to close the homes on a financial basis 
since there is a $2.6 million surplus in the homes’ fund. 


Patton also said that a 1997 guide to nursing homes avail- 
able in the public library showed Madison County’s facility 
rated at No. 1 in the county and No. 28 out of 851 in the state. 

The quality of care was the most-expressed point of the 
day, with many people saying that other nursing homes com- 
pare poorly to Madison County’s. _, 

Jean Perry of Edwardsville said County Board members 
did not consider how the health of nursing home residents 
would be affected by their decision.

Many residents said they had no idea that a vote against 
raising their taxes would become a catalyst for closing the 
homes. They spoke bitterly about the 15 members of the 
County Board who voted to close the homes. 

“The residents of these homes are powerless in the face of 
bureaucracy,’’ said the Rev. Bob Goddard of St. Paul United 
Church of Christ in Edwardsville. 

County Board members “‘should not go to church on Sun- 
days and turn their back on the powerless on Tuesdays,”’ he

THE LAW AND YOU

When a woman obtains custody of the children in 
a divorce proceeding, the former husband will 
usually be granted visitation and ordered to pay 
child support. If the woman remarries, she may 
have a desire to have her new husband adopt the 
children. Before the parties agree to such an 
agreement, they should all be aware of the 
consequences of such an action. 

If the stepfather adopts the children, he has an 
obligation to support the children from that point 
forward. If he and the natural mother are later 
divorced, he will ‘still be ordered to pay child 
support. The natural father, on the other hand, will 
have his parental rights terminated in an adoption 
proceeding such as this. This means that he will 
have no more visitation rights with his children, and 
he will have no more obligation to pay child 
support. 

The mother must realize that she is giving up any 
right she has to child support from the natural 
father if a stepparent adoption takes place. The 
question sometimes arises as to what happens if 
an adoption proceeding is started but the mother 
and stepfather later change their minds. A recent 
Illinois case addressed this issue. 





In this matter, the mother asked the father to 
consent to an adoption of the children by herself 
and her new husband. The natural father appeared 
before a judge and signed the consent. The judge 
informed the father that he was terminating all |” 
rights and responsibilities with regard to the | 
children. A few months later, the mother called the 
natural father and told him she had not gone 
through with the adoption because the children 
‘were opposed to it. 

More than’a year later, the mother returned to 
Court in an effort to collect back child. support. 
She argued that since the adoption was never 
finalized and her ex-husband was made aware of 
this, his obligation to provide support continued. 
The Court noted that the ex-husband stopped 
seeing his children because of the consent to 
adoption. They felt it was the mother’s duty to 
inform him that there would be no adoption, that 
he could begin seeing the children again, and that 
he should start paying child support again. Since 
she did not do these things, he did not owe the 
back support. The Court decided, however, that he 
would be obligated to pay future support.

Movie is a rousing, action 
adventure with humor

A handsome hero, A 
beautiful lady. A wise mentor. 
An evil villain. A trusty steed 
(well, not that trusty), 

Zorro has returned, Just in 
time to save not only Mexico 
but the summer movie season. 

The Mask of Zorro” is a 
re irtg action adventure with 
skillf swordplay, amazing 
Stunts, a first-rate cast and a 
Sense of humor, 

The film opens with an 
exciting sequence that sets the 
stage for the next two hours

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triumph, with a secret plan for 
the territory. But before going 
public, he goes to the secret 
prison where he has kept his 
enemies all these years. He 
searches for his old enemy, 
but doesn’t recognize him, and 
Don Diego uses the opportunity 
to escape. 

Don Diego plans to kill 
Montero, but his now-grown 
daughter (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones), who believes 
Montero is her father, 
complicates matters. 

Meanwhile, the two young 
boys who helped Zorro so long 
ago have grown up into two 
bandits of some renown. When 
one of the brothers is killed by 
Capt. Harrison Love (Matt 
Letscher), the other escapes 
and later runs into Don Diego 
in a bar.
